PHILADELPHIA (UPD -Thou- 
sands will pause in hushed rever­ 
ence Friday, reach out and fondly 
touch

The cracked 2,000-pound bell, no 
lon^icr can resound in a mi,?hty 
peal, but it continues as a silent 
sentinel 
to 
“proclaim 
liberty 
throughout the land.” 


More than a miFlion and a ha lf 
persons—from the man on the 
street to hea d5 o f state—visit the 
national shrine throughout each 
year, but the peak annual pil­ 
grimage is on July 4th. 
That was the date, in 1776, when 
Independence Hall became the 
“ Cradle of Liberty." Our fore­ 
fathers paced in anxious debate 
on the sturdy oak floors while a 
new nation was born, with the 
creation of the Declaration of In­ 
dependence. 


Oft-told tales recount how the 
Liberty Bell was cracked as a 
zealous bell-ringer tolled the glad 
tidings that the Declaration of In­ 
dependence had been approved by 
the Continental Congress. 
This is fiction, however, created 
by George Lippard, a popular 
Philadelphia novelist, who wrote 
the story in the Philadelphia Sat­ 
urday Courier in 1847. 
Historically, the bell was crack­ 
ed when it was first being tested 
upon its importation from England 


in 1752, It was recast, and then 
is believed to have been crackt*d 
again in 1835 while tolling the 
funeral procession of Chief Justice 
John Marshall. 
The first known reference to it 
as the “ Liberty Bell” cam e in 
1839, when its picture was used 
in an anti-slaVery pamphlet. Soon 
the picture of the bell became 
synonymous with freedom itself. 
Legend has even flavored the 
history leading to the Declaration. 
Actually, the nation was born in 


fact on July 2, 1776, when the 
Congress approved an independ­ 
ence resolution drafted by Rich­ 
ard Henry Lee, of Virginia. 
Then the Declaration of In- 
depeixlence—which had already 
been written, mainly by Thomas 
Jefferson, and was being held in 
readincis for affirmative action 
on the resolution—was presented 
to the delegates. 
Debate continued until July 4th, 
when the Declaration was finally 
approved, and it was decided that 


this would be the legal date for 
the birthday of the nation’s in­ 
dependence. 
Originally — debunking another 
legend—the Declaration was sign­ 
ed only by John Hancock, presi­ 
dent of the Congress, and Charles 
Thomson, the secretary. Others 
signed it several weeks or more 
later—including some who weren’t 
even members of the ratifying 
Congress. 
The declaration was read in the 
State House (Independence HaU) 


yard the following Monday, July 
8th, a “ warm, sunshiny day, in 
the presence of a great concourse 
of people,” according to the diary 
of Christopher Marshall.

Thousands To Pay Reverence To Liberty

PHILADELPHIA (IP D -T h o u ­

More than a minion and a half 
persons—from the m an on 
the 
street to heads of state—visit the 
national shrine throughout each 
year, but the peak annual pil­ 
grim age it on July 4th. 
That was the date, in 1776, when 
Independence 
Hall 
becam e 
the 
“ Cradle of Liberty.” Our fore­ 
fathers paced in anxious debate 
on the sturdy oak floors while a 
new- nation was born, with the 
creation of the D eclaration of In­ 
dependence. 


Oft-told tales recount how the 
Liberty Bell was cracked as a 
zealous bell-ringer tolled the glad 
tidings that the Declaration of In­ 
dependence had been approved by 
the Continental Congress. 
This is fiction, however, created 
by George 
Lippard, 
a popular 
Philadelphia novelist, who wrote 
the story in the Philadelphia Sat­ 
urday Courier in 1847. 
H istorically, the bell was crack­ 
ed when it was first being tested 
upon its im portation from England 


in 1752, It was recast, and then 
is believed to have been cracked 
again in 
1835 while tolling the 
funeral procession of Chief Justice 
John M arshall. 
The first known reference to it 
as the “ Liberty Bell” cam e in 
1839, when its picture was used 
in an anti-slaVery pam phlet. Soon 
the picture of the bell becam e 
synonymous with freedom itself. 
Legend has even flavored the 
history reading to the D eclaration. 
Actually, the nation was born m 


fact on July 2, 1776, when the 
Congress approved an independ­ 
ence resolution drafted by Rich­ 
ard Henry Lee, of Virginia.

dependence—which 
had 
already 
been written, m ainly by Thom as 
Jefferson, and was being held in 
readiness for affirm ative action 
on the resolution—was presented 
to the delegates. 
D ebate continued until Jury 4th, 
when the D eclaration was finally 
approved, and it was decided that 


this would be the legal date for 
the birthday of the nation’s in­ 
dependence. 
O riginally — debunking another 
legend—the Declaration was sign­ 
ed only by John Hancock, presi­ 
dent of the Congress, and Charles 
Thomson, the secretary. O thers 
signed it several weeks or m ore 
later—including some who w eren’t 
even m em bers of the ratifying 
Congress.
